thence Tnreaten this Kingdom, & all that can be deir to His Majeſties good Subjects therein, either as Chri- 
ſtians or Men, both by Invaſion from Abroad, and the fromard Diſaffection, and refileſs Mechinatione 

of evil and unnatural Couatte / men it Home; And hot much it is the Duty and Intereſt of all good 
Men, for theis Cauſes, and on this occafion, to Implore the Mercy, Favour and Bleſlings of Almighty 
God, for Preſerving of His M.jeflies. Royal Perſon, aud DireRiog , Aſſiſting and Profpering Him ip all 
His Counſels and Undertakingsz And more eipecially, that God would Countendace and Aſſiſt Him 
ia the prelent War, give Him Succeſs to His Arms by Ses and Land, and Defeat all the Defigns, Coun- 
ſels and ptactices of His ſecret and open Enemies, both at Home and Abroad, for the Preſeryation of the 
Teue Protefiant Religion, ſecuring the Safety of theſe Kingdoms, and the happy Reftoring of rhe Peace 
of Europe: Therefore Their Majcſties, with Advice ind Conſent of the ſaids Eſtares of Parliament, Do 

hereby Command and Appoint, Thye a Day of Solemn Fafting and Humiliation, for making Prayers an 
Supplications to God, for the ends above-mentioned, be Religiouſly and ſtrictiy obſerved by all perſons 
wichin this Kingdom, both in Churches and Meeting · Houſes, upon the third Thurſdey of this Moneth 
of May, and the third Thur ſday of every Moneth thereafter, until intimation of forbearance be made 
by the Lords of their Myjeſties Privy Conncil; And Ordains all Miniſters to read theſe Preſents pubs 
jickly in their Congregttions, a Sunday at leaſt before the (aid ficſ Day appointed for keeping the ſaid 
Fat, and ſo foita 2 Sunday before each third Therſdey foreſaid, duting the ſpace above-mentioned x 
And their Majeſties with Conſent foreſaid, Ordains theſe Preſents to be Printed, and Publiſhed at the 
Meacat- Croſs of Edinburgh, and remanent Mercat=Croſles of the Head -Burghs of the ſeveral Shires and 
Stewartrics wihin this Kingdom, that none may Pretend ignorance ; and that Copies be diſpatched in the 
uſual manner to the Sheriffs and Stuarts, Baillies of Regalities, their Deputs, and Magiſtrats of Barghsz 
25 like wiſe to all Miniſters. concerned, that they may ſetiquſly exhort all perſons to a ſincere and devour 
obſervance of the Premiſſes; Certifying ſuck of the Licges who (hall not give due obedience, or wha 
(hall- contema or neglect the keeping and obſerving of the {aids Days and Duties, that they ſhall be pro- 
ceeded againſt, by Fining, not exceeding an hundred poupds Scots, roties'quoties ; And Warrands and 
Commands the Sheriffs, Stewarts of Stewartries, Lords and Bailies of Repalities, and their Deputs, Ju- 
ſtices of Peace, Magiſtrates of Burghs within their ſeveral JuciſdiQions, to proceed againſt the perſons 

auilty, and to exact the Fines accordingly, to be applyed, the one helf to the Judge, and the other half 
to the poor of che Paroch: And Certifying ſuch Miniſters as ſhall fail in their Buty, in not Reading this 
proclamation, and obſerving the Duties therein preſcribed, they ſhall be Proceſſed before the Lords of 
rheir Majeſties Privy Council; aad hereby Requires all Sheriffs, Stewarts, Lords and Baillies of Rega- 
lities, and their Depurs, Juſtices of Peace, Magiſtrars of Burghs, and their Clerks , ro make Report to 
their Ma jeſties Privy Council, of theſe Miniſters whto ſhall failzie of their Duty herein.
